England v 
Scotland - 
how it all 
began... 

It is the world’s oldest 
international fixture, dating 
back to 1872 and, the war 
years aside, was played 
annually until 1989. 

And that history all began in 
front of just 4,000 spectators 
at Hamilton Crescent, home of 
the West of Scotland Cricket 
Club in Partick, just outside 
Glasgow, and ended in a 0-0 
draw. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at 12 facts from that 1872 
encounter between England 
and Scotland - a game that 
spawned the most enduring 
rivalry of all and one that 
wa renewed in a World Cup 
qualifier on Friday night. 

• England and Scotland 
representative sides had 
already met five times 
between 1870 and 1872. 
England won three times and 
the other two were drawn. 
However, the Scottish team 
was almost exclusively made 
up of London-based players 
and was selected by the 
English FA. 

• Twenty months after 
the first rugby international 
between the countries, the 
first official football fixture 
was arranged after leading 
Scottish club Queens Park 
responded to a challenge from 
FA secretary Charles Alcock, 
who agreed to send an English 
team north. 

# The match was arranged 
for St Andrew’s Day - 
November 30. 

• The leading Scottish 
player of his generation, 

Arthur Kinnaird, was 
unavailable, so the entire 
Scotland team was made up of 
Queens Park players. 

• Alcock, a player as well 
as FA secretary (and also 
the man responsible for the 
formation of the FA Cup a year 
earlier), was ruled out through 
injury so carried out referee’s 
assistant duties instead. 

# The England team was 
drawn from nine clubs, 
including three players from 
Oxford University. 

# Four thousand supporters 
paid a shilling (5p) entrance 
fee. The game was delayed by 
20 minutes due to fog. 

# England wore white shirts 
with three lions on the front, 
plus caps. Scotland wore blue, 
with one lion, and red cowls. 

• Scotland had one goal 
disallowed as, in the opinion 
of the umpire, the shot 
would have cleared the tape, 
effectively used as a crossbar. 
In addition, Robert Leckie 
struck the top of the tape. 

# At some point, England 
goalkeeper Robert Barker 
swapped positions with striker 
William Maynard. 

# Although Scotland were 
the better side in the first half, 
England came into their own 
in the second, but neither side 
could manage a goal. 

• It was subsequently 
agreed both countries should 
meet again, with the game 
arranged for The Oval in 
London the following March, 
when Scotland prevailed 4-2.

Why Saints kids

SEVEN seasons after Saints won 
the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy, the 
club is in the knockout stage of 
the revamped competition for the 
first time since that incredible 
day at Wembley in March 2010. 

Martin Hunter’s Under-23s beat 
League Two Crawley Town 4-0 
at St Mary’s on Wednesday - the 
club’s best win in what is now 
the Checkatrade Trophy since the 
4-1 win against Carlisle United in 
front of a beaming Markus Lieb- 
herr. 

Some members of the team that 
lifted that silverware under Alan 
Pardew- Rickie Lambert, Adam 
Lallana, Jose Fonte and Michail 
Antonio - went on to become Pre¬ 
mier League stars. 

It remains to be seen whether 
any of those that disposed of 
Crawley as clinically as the class 
of 2010 beat Carlisle will also go 
on to play in the Premier League. 

James Ward-Prowse, Sam Mc¬ 
Queen and Matt Targett at least 
give them something to aspire to¬ 
wards and it was certainly heart¬ 
ening to see such a young team 
so play so well, albeit in front of 
a crowd about 73,000 less than the 
73,476 that saw Saints win their 
first trophy since 1976. 

Until this season, the Football 
League Trophy in its various 
guises has traditionally been 
for League One and League Two 
clubs. It has provided lower 
league pros with a potential route 
to Wembley, just as the FA Vase 
and FA Trophy has done for non¬ 
league clubs. 

Except this year 16 U23 teams 
from Premier League and Cham¬ 
pionship clubs joined in. Hence 
the controversy. 

But it was not so much an U23 
team as an U19 team that Hunter 
selected. 

With nine teenagers in the 
starting XI (Florin Gardos, 28, 
and Lloyd Isgrove, 23 were the 
only exceptions), such a compre¬ 
hensive win against a Football 
League side raised more than a 
few eyebrows. 

Several scouts made up a decent 
proportion of the pitifully low St 
Mary’s attendance. 

One player in particular will 
have caught their attention. 

Josh Sims was magnificent, set¬ 
ting up all four goals and provid¬ 
ing the piece de resistance with 
a wonderful turn and cross for 
Olufela Olomola, who volleyed 
in a spectacular fourth off the in¬ 
side of the far post. 

Olomola, a powerfully-built 
striker from London, made the 
breakthrough to the first-team 
squad under Ronald Koeman last

March before making his debut 
in the EFL Cup last month, com¬ 
ing on as a 26th-minute substitute 
for Jay Rodriguez in the 1-0 win 
against Sunderland at St Mary’s. 

Maybe Sims will get a first-team 
chance this season. 

Like Olomola he is 19 and looked 
like a player ready to be tested 
at a higher level on Wednesday. 
Claude Puel and Eric Black, look¬ 


ing on from the Itchen Stand with 
other members of the coaching 
staff, could not fail to have been 
impressed. 

Ordinarily, a loan move would 
be an option but the continu¬ 
ity that comes from playing for 
Southampton U23s against league 
opposition is giving him the 
grounding that, traditionally, a 
short-term move to a League One 


or League Two club would have 
done. 

Isgrove’s season with Barns¬ 
ley last year was a great success, 
culminating with promotion to 
the Championship after victory 
against Millwall in the League 
One play-off final. 

He also impressed on Wednes¬ 
day night. After briefer loan 
spells with Peterborough and 
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deserve more 


England v 
Scotland 


England and Scotland 
resumed international 
football’s oldest rivalry on 
Friday at Wembley. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at some of the landmark 
meetings between the ‘Auld 
Enemies’. 

England 1 
Scotland 6 

The Oval, Friendly, March 
12, 1881 

Dr John Smith is widely 
credited with having scored 
a hat-trick in Scotland’s 
thumping win but his third, in 
the 79th minute, is labelled 
by some sources as an own 
goal from England full-back 
Edgar field. If accurate, that 
would make Field the first man 
to score an own goal in an 
England match. 

Smith and David Hill put 
Scotland 2-0 up before 
Charlie Bambridge pulled one 
back. Geordie Ker and Smith 
extended the lead before 
the disputed fifth goal, with 
Ker rounding off the win late 
on. Along with Field, have 
sympathy for England forward 
Reg Macauley - this was his 
only international cap. 

England 2 
Scotland 1 

Ewood Park, British Home 
Championship, April 4, 1891 

Edgar Chadwick inspired 
England to victory, scoring the 
second goal after setting up 
the first for Johnny Goodall 
- who, according to one 
report at the time, was “very 
obviously offside”. 

Frank Watt’s late consolation 
goal reportedly came after a 
error from goalkeeper Billy 
Moon, captaining England on 
the occasion of his seventh 
and last cap. Moon, like 
Goodall, also played first-class 
cricket as a wicketkeeper. 

England 0 
Scotland 1 

Old Trafford, British Home 
Championship, April 17, 1926 

Scotland took the honours 
as the rivalry reached a half- 
century of games. 

Alex Jackson, the outside 
right known as “The Gay 
Cavalier”, scored the only 
goal in the 37th minute from 
Andrew Cunningham’s cross. 

Jackson had his crowning 
moment two years later with 
a hat-trick as the famous 
“Wembley Wizards” team won 
5-1 in front of a crowd of over 
80,000. 

Scotland 0 
England 1 

Hampden Park, Home 
Championship, May 29, 1982 

To mark the century of 
matches, the teams were led 
out at Hampden by past greats 
George Young and Sir Tom 
Finney. Paul Mariner scored 
the only goal. 


with Reading, Norwich, Swansea 
and Brighton. 

Only three remain in the north¬ 
ern half of the draw; Wolves and 
Sunderland play each other, while 
Leicester City play Cheltenham. 

So it is a fine achievement for 
Hunter’s side to have got this far. 

Amongst the U23 teams that 
did not make the last 32 are some 
clubs with big reputations for 
producing players. 

West Ham, once known as The 
Academy of Football, only man¬ 
aged a point from their three 
games. 

Everton’s academy is also 
highly regarded but they too had 
to settle for third place in their 
group, while Middlesbrough lost 
all of their three games, as did 
West Brom. 

Perhaps most surprising of all, 
Chelsea, who have invested mil¬ 
lions in their academy at Cob- 
ham, finished bottom of their 
group - below Swindon, Oxford 
United and Exeter - with a soli¬ 
tary point. 

Checkatrade Trophy crowds 
have been low at the EFL clubs 
all season with fans boycotting 
the competition in protest at the 
decision to allow U23 teams from 
clubs in the top two divisions to 
take part. 

Several clubs broke new records 
for lowest official crowd figures 
this week, with many watched by 
three-figure crowds. The low at¬ 
tendances were not restricted to 
Football League clubs. Far from 
it. 

Like Saints, Chelsea and Ever- 
ton did not even reveal their of¬ 
ficial attendances when their 
U23s played their first (and last) 
home games in this season’s com¬ 
petition. Not that the stayaways 
missed much. 

Chelsea needed a marathon pen¬ 
alty shoot out to defeat Oxford (13- 
12 after a 1-1 draw), while Everton 
crashed out on spot-kicks against 
Blackpool, after scoring a late 
equaliser at Goodison Park. 

But Everton still found the com¬ 
petition to have been a success. 

“It has been great for us, we’re 
just a little bit disappointed not 
to have progressed,” said Everton 
U23 coach David Unsworth. “It’s 
been a priceless experience for 
the lads who have been involved. 

“We’ve been able to test our¬ 
selves against good, senior oppo¬ 
sition and that’s been great for us. 
It’s given them a taste of what to 
expect - that’s why we entered and 
that’s why we have loved it. 

“Whatever happens to this 
competition going forward, we 
hope we can still be invited into it 
because it’s served a purpose and 
helped the development of our 
young players.” 

Exactly. Hopefully Hunter’s side 
gets the support it deserves when 
Reading visit.

Sheffield Wednesday before his 
seven months at Oakwell, Isgrove 
is enjoying an extended run at St 
Mary’s thanks to the Checkatrade 
Trophy. 

Now 23, it will be interest¬ 
ing to see if he goes out on loan 
again when Saints’ interest in the 
Checkatrade Trophy comes to an 
end. 

Callum Slattery is also highly- 


rated and was one of the goalscor- 
ers on Wednesday. 

The Checkatrade has been 
much maligned but the Saints 
kids deserve more support than 
the few hundred hardy souls who 
turned up on what was admitted¬ 
ly a cold evening. 

Maybe other supporters more 
interested in watching the next 
instalment of The Missing, di¬ 


gesting news of Donald Trump’s 
presidency or simply unaware 
that the game was on. 

Whatever the reason, hopefully 
there will be more to watch them 
take on Reading U23 on Tuesday, 
December 6 for a last-32 tie that 
will be decided on the night. 

Saints are one of only five other 
U23 teams in the Southern Sec¬ 
tion to have got this far, along

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Icardi among 
the hotshots 

INTER Milan striker Mauro 
Icardi is among the leading 
goalscorers in the top five 
leagues of European football. 

Icardi, who has failed to 
score in his two Europa 
League games against Saints, 
has struck 10 goals in 12 
Serie A matches. 

His latest two came in 
last weekend’s 3-0 win over 
Crotone. 

He is just one goal behind 
a trio of 11-goal marksman - 
Cologne’s Anthony Modeste, 
Paris St Germain’s Edinson 
Cavani and Pierre-Emerick 
Aubameyang of Borussia 
Dortmund. 

The latter has scored his 11 
goals in just nine Bundlesliga 
games - including four 
against Hamburg last 
weekend. 

Aubameyang returned in 
devastating fashion following 
a one-game club ban. 

He had to watch the 1-0 
victory over Sporting Lisbon 
in the Champions League 
from the stands after being 
disciplined for attending a 
party without permission

two days earlier. 

The Gabonese striker has 
been linked with a move to 
the likes of Real Madrid and 
Manchester City. 

It is not difficult to see why. 

He struck 23 goals in 45 
Dortmund appearances in 
2014/15 and a staggering 36 in 
45 outings in 2015/16. 

The 27-year-old has already 
scored 14 times in as many 
appearances across all 
competitions this term. 

Also joining Icardi on 
10 league goals are Lyon’s 
Alexandre Lacazette and 
Roma’s Edin Dzeko. 

Chelsea’s Diego Costa is 
the leading Premier League 
marksman with nine goals. 

Following him are Sergio 
Agiiero (8), Eden Hazard (7), 
Romelu Lukaku (7), Alexis 
Sanchez (6), Jermain Defoe 
(6), Sadio Mane (6) and Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic (6). 

Saints’ top scorer Charlie 
Austin is one of a handful of 
players on five goals - along 
with Roberto Firminho, 
Phillippe Coutinho, Michail 
Antonio and Theo Walcott.

Romeu the star 



AS we pause for another interna¬ 
tional break, it is a great chance 
to take stock of Saints’ season so 
far. 

We are now 17 games deep into 
this campaign and there is al¬ 
ready plenty to talk about, and 
still lots for Saints to play for. 

Saints are well-placed to qualify 
for the knockout stages of the Eu¬ 
ropa League and are gunning for 
a place in the League Cup semi¬ 
final. 

Here, the Sports Pink dissects 
the season to date. 

THE BOSS 

Claude Puel came in and didn’t 
convince straight away. 

He was written off in some 
quarters and his persona wasn’t 
conductive to the fans warming 
to him. 

The Frenchman was virtually 
inaudible in many of press con¬ 
ferences and, when he did speak 
loud enough, the words that he 
uttered were not overly engaging. 

That meant, when Saints made 
a slow start, there were questions 
being asked from the off. 

Fans had their doubts and right¬ 
ly so. 

He had changed the system 
straight away to a diamond mid- 
field 4-4-2. 

It wasn’t exactly inspiring to be¬ 
gin with. 

It didn’t reflect anything of the 
Saints of the recent past. 

There used to be high pressing 
and rapid counter-attacking. 

But that was replaced with a 
more patient approach. 

Saints just weren’t as entertain¬ 
ing as they were previously at 
first, and it certainly didn’t click 
with the players how they were 
expected to play. 

There were calls from players 
for patience and time to let Puel 
get his ideas across. 

They were learning. It would 
take time. That was the message. 

Despite that, there were always 
nagging doubts that perhaps 
Saints had finally made a duff ap¬ 
pointment. 

But Puel stuck by what he be¬ 
lieved. 

He may not have been able to 
articulate a defence for his deci¬ 
sions to the press and, at first, the 
results didn’t act as a defence ei¬ 
ther. 

However, a win to Sparta Prague 
at home changed everything. 

Saints went seven games un¬ 
beaten, the tactics started to click. 
Puel’s English got better and con¬ 
fidence in the boss grew. 

In his press conferences he 



started to talk better about why 
he made certain decisions. 

On the pitch his decisions paid 
off, too. 

His squad rotations were a sub¬ 
ject of debate, but they worked 
well enough. 

The style of play took a little 
while to acclimatise to for eve¬ 
ryone, but again it all came into 
place. 


Suddenly, Saints had made the 
right appointment and the team 
started to buy into his ideas. 

Now there is optimism and a 
certain level of confidence in 
Claude. 

But he can’t rest on his laurels 
yet. 

There now needs to be a longer 
stretch of consistency. 

Back-to-back defeats in the Pre¬ 


mier League have set tongues 
wagging to some extent over the 
squad’s capacity to battle in Eu¬ 
rope and domestically. 

They’ll need to put things right 
once the season resumes. 

However, Puel’s men have al¬ 
ready beaten Inter Milan at St 
Mary’s and that iconic victory 
will live long in the memory.

Saint so far... 



BEST PLAYER 


You can make an argument for 
Virgil van Dijk. He has been com¬ 
pletely brilliant at centre back. 

You can make an argument for 
Charlie Austin. His goals are vital 
for Saints. 

But, in terms of a marked 
change, Oriol Romeu has been on 


a different level. 

Many people muttered last term 
that Romeu didn’t have the physi¬ 
cal and destructive presence of 
Victor Wanyama. 

When the Kenyan left, it was 
down to Romeu to step up and fi¬ 
nally make an impression on Eng¬ 
lish football. 

There were doubts. Is he strong 
enough? Is he as solid as Wany¬ 


ama? 

They were valid doubts, of 
course. 

But the best thing about doubts 
is when they are disproved. 

Romeu has definitely disproved 
any detractors. 

Puel has even tipped him for a 
Spain call up after a brilliant sea¬ 
son so far. 

That might be a bit of stretch, 


but undoubtedly Romeu has been 
class. 

Game by game, he’s got better 
and better. 

And that’s clearly what the 
24-year-old needed: a run of 
games. 

Previously, whether it was at 
Chelsea, on loan at Stuttgart, Va¬ 
lencia or even at Saints last term, 
he has never had a full run of 
games without interruption. 

But, under Puel, Romeu has 
played pretty much every minute 
of every game, except for League 
Cup games when Harrison Reed 
has been given a run out. 

His performances mean he’s 
emerged as the stand-out player 
so far. 

He’s solid defensively. That tri¬ 
ple block against Leicester is tes¬ 
tament to that. 

He patrols around the deep 
midfield mopping up and cutting 
out danger, but he’s also the fire 
starter. 

Romeu picks up the ball, makes 
a simple pass to one of the more 
advanced midfielders and off 
Saints go on the attack. 

Romeu is also excellent at con¬ 
trolling his area of the pitch. It is 
his domain. 

But, additionally, he has the vi¬ 
sion, unlike Wanyama, to pick out 
a decent forward pass. 

He can spray the ball around 
like the more advanced central 
midfielders in the diamond mid- 
field, which makes Saints more 
dynamic than when Wanyama 
was in the team. 

Big Vic would mince up oppo¬ 
nents, but couldn’t do much more. 
Romeu is more than just a snarl¬ 
ing defensive midfielder. He’s got 
technical ability too. 

His ‘most improved’ status 
makes him the best of the lot so 
far. 

BEST YOUNGSTER 

This isn’t hard. 

It’s Sam McQueen, obviously. 

But McQueen is part of a broad¬ 
er context that has seen Puel do 
something that Ronald Koeman 
never dared to do - put full trust 
in the youngsters. 

Puel didn’t have a choice really 
in throwing in McQueen to the 
starting line-up after injuries to 
Matt Targett and Ryan Bertrand. 

But it is worth noting that Puel 
had the imagination and eye for 
skill to put McQueen in the side 
in the first place. 

On the first day of pre-season 
training, with Bertrand absent, 
the manager picked out McQueen 
to have a go at playing at full-back. 

Puel has done it before. He’s 
taken a wide attacking player and 
stuck him in the wide defensive 
areas.

Lallana high 
in assists list 

EX-SAINT Adam Lallana 
is among the list of players 
across the five top European 
leagues with most assists in 
2016/17. 

He is one of a handful of 
players with five to his name 
- one fewer than Manchester 
City’s Kevin De Bruyne, Real 
Madrid’s Toni Kroos and 
Jean Michael Seri of Liguel 
club Nice. 

• It might come as no 
surprise to learn that the 
most prolific shooter in 
European football this term 
is Cristiano Ronaldo. 

The Real Madrid star is 
averaging 6.3 shots per game 
so far - with Roma’s former 
Manchester City striker Edin 
Dzeko second with 5.5. 

The stellar list of names 
that follow are Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic (5.4), Lionel 
Messi (5.1), Sergio Agiiero 
(4.9), Robert Lewandowski 
(4.4), Gareth Bale (4.3) and 
Philippe Coutinho (4.2). 

Coutinho is no stranger 
to scoring long-range goals 
at St Mary’s, and fans will

no doubt see him having a 
go from distance again next 
weekend. 

Charlie Austin is Saints’ 
most prolific shooter, 
averaging exactly three 
efforts on goal per game. 

• We might only have 
just reached November, 
but two players in the top 
five European leagues have 
already racked up seven 
yellow cards. 

They are Fernando 
Amorebieta of Sporting 
Gijon and Renaud Cohade of 
Metz. 

Cherries defender Adam 
Smith is one of several 
Premier League players to 
have already reached five 
yellows, which carries an 
automatic one-game ban. 

Others are ex-Saint Gaston 
Ramirez (Middlesbrough), 
Claudio Yacob and Jonny 
Evans (both West Brom), 
Jordan Henderson 
(Liverpool), Marko 
Arnautovic (Stoke) and 
Gareth Barry and Idrissa 
Gueye (both Everton). 
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Payetistop 
for chances 

WEST Ham’s Dimitri Payet 
has created an average of 
4.4 chances per game for his 
colleagues this season. 

Next in the Premier League 
averages are David Silva 
(Manchester City) 3.1, Kevin 
De Bruyne (Manchester 
City) 3.1, Willian (Chelsea) 3, 
Roberto Firmino (Liverpool) 
2.9, Saints ace Dusan Tadic 
(2.8) and Philippe Coutinho 
(2.7). 

Also averaging 2.7 are 
ex-Saint Jason Puncheon 
(Crystal Palace) and 
Arsenal’s Mezut Ozil. 

Payet is actually top of the 
list of all players across the 
major five European leagues. 

Second best, averaging 3.4, 
are Josip Ilicic of Fiorentina 
and Paris St Germain’s Old 
Trafford flop Angel Di Maria. 

• Payet is also top of 
the Premier League list of 
players for the most crosses 
per game. 

The Frenchman is 
averaging three crosses so 
far, putting him ahead of 
Willian (2.9), Puncheon (2.5), 
De Bruyne (2.5) and Tadic

( 2 . 2 ). 

• Claude Puel’s former 
Lille starlet Eden Hazard is 
the most fouled player in the 
Premier League this season. 

The Chelsea attacker has 
been fouled an average of 2.1 
times per game so far. 

Cherries defender Adam 
Smith is second (2.8) followed 
by Diego Costa (2.7), Danny 
Rose (2.7), Dele Alii (2.7) and 
Sadio Mane (2.7). 

• No one likes a dribble 
more in the Premier League 
than Crystal Palace winger 
Wilfried Zaha. 

He is averaging 4.9 dribbles 
per game in 2016/17. 

• Chelsea have scored 20 
league goals from open play 
this season - compared to six 
by Saints and only four by 
Hull and West Brom. 

Liverpool are the best at 
scoring from set pieces, with 
eight goals to their name - 
five more than Saints. 

Liverpool have scored four 
penalties, more than any 
other Premier League side.

Jeremy Pied, currently out in¬ 
jured at Saints, is another one of 
those players that Puel has con¬ 
verted successfully. 

McQueen impressed Puel and it 
was decided that he would learn 
and develop to play as a left-back. 

He made a few appearances for 
the under-23s there and was then 
called up by Puel when injuries 
took over. 

The manager has allowed a 
youngster to establish himself. 

That bodes well. 

Puel knows how to manage 
youngsters and has an eye for 
their potential. That is important, 
with Saints eager to close the gap 
between academy and first team 
football. 

McQueen has been excellent. 
Never has he looked out of his 
depth. Never has he shied away. 

The Southampton-born Saints 
fan is now a bona fide option at 
left back. 

Koeman didn’t spot that poten¬ 
tial. Koeman sent him out on loan 
to Southend United. 

Credit to Puel for that, even if 
there weren’t any other options, 
he had the eye for talent and trust 
to stick him in the team. 

It’s a sign that Puel is on the 
look-out. He’s keeping tabs on 
these young players. 

NEGATIVES 

It hasn’t been all rosy for Saints. 

You can probably discount those 
early draws at home to Sunder¬ 
land and Watford, because it was 
too early to make a judgement. 

Not a lot has gone wrong for 
Saints, but that defeat at Hull last 
Sunday was worrying and what 
many feared when Saints quali¬ 
fied for the Europa League. 

They should have won at the Ti¬ 
gers but they didn’t kill the game. 

That cost them three very vital 
Premier League points. 

With the Europa League comes 
two games every four days. 

Something that Puel has man¬ 
aged carefully. 

And up until the Hull defeat, it 
had all gone fairly swimmingly. 

A brilliant display at Manches¬ 
ter City followed the Inter Milan 
loss at the San Siro and a goal¬ 
less draw at Leicester City, which 
should have been a win, followed 
the draw at Hapoel Be’er Sheva. 

However, the emotion and the 
elation of winning at home to In¬ 
ter Milan had clearly taken its toll 
on Saints at Hull. 

They took the lead but let it go 
against one of the poorest teams 



in the league. 

Saints dominated at Hull. They 
should have scored more. They 
should have been dispatched. 

But it didn’t happen. 

Partly it didn’t happen because 
of the lack of incisiveness in 
front of goal. 

Charlie Austin is relied upon 
too much for goals. 

Nobody else is really scoring. 


Nathan Redmond has netted 
three times, but really there’s no¬ 
body else scoring goals. 

And that is a problem. 

They sold off nearly 30 goals in 
Graziano Pelle and Sadio Mane in 
the summer but haven’t truly re¬ 
placed them. 

That will catch up with them. 

They can’t afford to drop points 
like they did at Hull. 


The problem really lies in Puel’s 
options in attack. 

He needs another one, ideally. 

At the KCOM Stadium you were 
missing Shane Long. He’s a big 
miss. He’s an absolute nightmare 
to play against. 

But he has yet to score for his 
club this season. He did brilliant¬ 
ly to drum up a healthy return of 
goals last term, but he’s never go-

ing to be prolific. 

Jay Rodriguez is yet to rediscov¬ 
er his form, while Sofiane Bou- 
fal is still an unknown quantity 
He banged in that quality goal 
against Sunderland and he could 
be that goal-scoring option.

them off. 

If Austin isn’t fit or Puel’s puts 
him on the bench, nobody else 
scores for Saints - because Saints 
haven’t replaced Pelle. 

It might sound a bit old hat to 
have a big striker on the bench 
to use as a plan B, but that’s what 
Saints need. 

Bringing on Jay Rod and Boufal 


is all well and good, but when the 
chips are down and Saints need 
to go for the long ball and nick 
a goal that might mean so much 
come the end of the season, they 
are not up to it. 

A target man is needed. 

It was fairly obvious as the 
transfer window shut that this 
was the case. Social media was 
awash with fans bellowing that 
Saints needed a striker. 

But Austin got them out of jail a 
bit. He’s netted some very impor¬ 
tant goals. 

He needs help, however. In Jan¬ 
uary Saints must act or risk more 
Hulls. 

BEST RESULT 

On the face of it, everyone will 
say beating Inter Milan 2-1 at St 
Mary’s is the best win. 

Historically, yes, that will be the 
one. 

But I reckon the Sparta Prague 
home win was big, and the Man¬ 
chester City draw even bigger. 

When Saints played Prague 
they were in a bit of a state. They 
hadn’t won in the Premier League 
and they were just about to start 
their Europa League campaign. It 
was troubling. 

Sparta was massive. They need¬ 
ed a result.

FRUSTRATION was the order of 
the day at the Silverlake Stadium 
this afternoon as Eastleigh lost 
ground in the Vanarama National 
League play-off chase when held 
1-1 by lowly York City.

• Meanwhile, Eastleigh’s rapidly 
rising star Luke Coulson is put¬ 
ting club before country. 

The Spitfires’ 22-year-old league 
top scorer will sacrifice his place 
in the England C squad in order 
to play in Tuesday’s FA Cup first- 
round replay at Swindon Town. 

Coulson’s phenomenal form 
for Eastleigh was recognised last 
month when he was called up for 
England C’s upcoming Interna¬ 
tional Challenge Trophy group 
match in Tallinn, Estonia.

JAMES Taylor is wary of tip¬ 
ping his Team Solent charges for 
a Sydenhams Premier Division 
title tilt.

The moment experienced skip¬ 
per Jamie Brown got injured, the 
Citizens’ young side were bound 
to miss his guidance on the pitch.

FIFTEEN months since their first 
training session, Hursley Youth 
FC are going from strength to 
strength. 

Based in the glorious setting of 
Hursley, near Winchester, they 
are believed to be the first club to 
cater for primary school-age foot¬ 
ball in the village since early last 
century, writes Wendy Gee. 

“As far as we could work out, 
there hadn’t been a football club 
with a youth team facility in the 
village for 100 years,” explained 
chairman Mark Plant.

“We wanted to put that right, as 
well as offer parents and children 
a local club to play football at the 
weekends.” 

Together with Tom Dierckx, the

Those initial trials made a con¬ 
vincing case that the demand was 
there and the club has blossomed 
with under-9 and under-10 squads 
competing on Sundays in the 
Eastleigh & District Mini Soccer 
League at Stoneham Park. 

Regular training sessions are 
held at John Keble Primary 
School, Hursley, on Saturday 
mornings (8.30-10am) with 30 to 
40 boys and girls regularly attend¬ 
ing, split into two age groups. 

“The emphasis in training is 
fun,” stressed Cameron. “We 



wanted to create a mentality of 
inclusion and learning from day 
one. Our motto, ‘we can never 
lose as we either win or we’ve 
learnt something for next time’, 
has stood us in great stead for the 
competitive games we do play.” 

Dierckx added: “It was impor¬ 
tant to us that our coaches knew 
the kids they were teaching by 
name and could work with them 
individually on their strengths 
and weaknesses. 

“R&R Sports has more than de¬ 
livered, with boys and girls im¬ 
proving their game dramatically 
and learning life-skills along the 
way.” 

HYFC are determined to keep 
growing. “Ideally we’d like to cre¬ 
ate more teams and cater for older 
age-groups moving forwards so 
the club can continue to cater for 
the youngsters already with us,” 
Plant explained. “We would love 


to locate a more permanent home 
in the village to ensure commu¬ 
nity football finds its way back to 
Hursley for good. 

“We’d like to thank R&R Sports, 
Winchester Round Table, the Par¬ 
ish Council and Micro Focus in 
Newbury for their help on the 
journey so far.

“We have a great little club and 
a very friendly atmosphere which 
makes the hard yards of manage¬ 
ment meetings, form-filling and 
balancing books worthwhile.”

SAINTS headed into the third in¬ 
ternational break of 2016/17 with 
plenty of food for thought. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at some of the starts from their 
opening 11 matches of the Pre¬ 
mier League season. 

Saints have only scored 12 goals 
in their first 11 games, and con¬ 
ceded the same amount. 

That is the lowest goals for fig¬ 
ure in the club’s five seasons since 
returning to the Premier League. 

In 2012/13, Nigel Adkins’ newly 
promoted side scored 15 - even 
though they only had five points 
on the board out of a possible 33. 

In 2013/14, Mauricio Pochet- 
tino’s Saints had also scored 15, 
while in Ronald Koeman’s first 
season, 2014/15, Saints had 23 
goals after 11 games. 

That last figure was helped, of 
course, by Saints smashing Sun¬ 
derland 8-0 at St Mary’s. 

Last season, 2015/16, Saints 
scored 18 times in their first 11 
games. 

Of more interest, is the fact that 
Koeman’s men ended last season 
by hitting 24 goals in their last 11 
league games - double what they 
have scored in the first 11 under 
Claude Puel. 

In a way, that is no real shock. 

Graziano Pelle and Sadio Mane, 
Saints’ two top scorers in the 
league in 2015/16 with 11 each, 
both departed in the summer. 

In addition, Shane Long - 10 
league goals last term - has yet to 
get off the mark for Saints under 
Puel, though his season has been 
disrupted by injury. 

It was feared that Saints might 
struggle to score as frequently as 
they did under Koeman. 

That is meant as no disrespect 
to Charlie Austin, a proven Pre¬ 
mier League scorer, or indeed 
Long, who enjoyed his best ever 
top flight season in terms of goals 
in 2015/16. 

But Austin and Long do not 
seem to play at the same time. 

Long has only started three 
league games under Puel - the first 
two and the home game against 
Swansea on September 18. 

Since that Swans match, Long 
has been restricted to just two sub 
outings in the league -16 minutes 
at West Ham and 19 at Leicester. 

That is no doubt a blow to the 
man who won Saints’ player of 
the season award in 2015/16. 

Elsewhere, the onus is on Du- 
san Tadic and Nathan Redmond 
to weigh in with their share of 
goals. 

Redmond, transformed from a 
winger to a roving striker under 


Puel, has so far scored three times 
in 11 starts - a ratio which will see 
him reach double figures if main¬ 
tained for the rest of the season. 

Tadic has just one goal to his 
name - in the 3-0 win at West Ham 
- in 16 appearances under Puel in 
al competitions. 

Though he has scored in each 
of Serbia’s three World Cup qual¬ 
ifiers this term, his record of 12 


goals in 76 league appearances 
for Saints -12 of which have come 
off the bench - underlines the fact 
that his creativity outweighs his 
ability to find the back of the net 
regularly when it comes to the 
Premier League. 

With Jay Rodriguez still to re¬ 
cover his best form after his hor¬ 
ror knee injury suffered two and 
a half years ago now, the pressure 


is well and truly on Austin to car¬ 
ry on scoring. 

Thankfully, his career record 
suggests he might continue to do 
just that. 

His career record, following his 
penalty at Hull last Sunday, reads 
124 league goals in 237 appear¬ 
ances - a ratio better than one in 
two games. 

Ok, most of those goals were

scored outside the top flight, but 
his record in the Premier League 
is impressive -18 goals for a rele¬ 
gated QPR team in 2014/15 shows 
that. 

I repeat - Austin is a goalscorer, 
and Puel certainly needs one of 
those as he bids to emulate the 
achievements of his predeces¬ 
sors. 

In defence, Saints have conced¬ 


ed 12 goals in 11 league games so 
far. 

That is actually one fewer than 
at the same stage last term. 

In 2013/14 and 2014/15, though, 
they had only conceded FIVE at 
the same stage. 

Those miserly figures contrast 
sharply with Saints’ first season 
back in the top flight, when they 
shipped 29 goals in their first 11 


matches. 

Of course, statistics can be mis¬ 
leading. 

Puel has had to rotate in a way 
Pochettino and Koeman never 
had to, because Saints never 
had six Europa League group 
games during their time at St 
Mary’s. 

He has not been helped by in¬ 
juries to first choice full backs 


Ryan Bertrand and Cedric Soares 
either, though Sam McQueen - ig¬ 
nored by Koeman with regards to 
first team football - has shone in 
his appearances at left back. 

Lest we forget, this is the Pre¬ 
mier League and margins be¬ 
tween success and failure are 
very tight. 

Had Saints won at Hull - as they 
should have - they would have 16 
points and be eighth. 

As it is, they are tenth and just 
three points better off than third 
bottom Hull. Indeed, Hull have 
won the same amount of league 
games as Saints - three. 

Even if they had won on Hum¬ 
berside, though, they would still 
have fewer points than at the 
same stage of the previous three 
campaigns - 17 points in 2015/16, 
25 points in 2014/15 and 22 points 
in 2013/14. 

It’s fair to say Saints fans have 
become accustomed to times of 
plenty. 

Ever since the start of the 
2009/10 season, the club’s league 
position has improved. 

There comes a time when it’s 
incredibly hard to continue that 
run. 

Not impossible, for nothing 
is impossible - Leicester City 
showed us that only last season. 

Claude Puel had the bad timing 
to take over at Saints after the 
club had finished sixth in the top 
flight. 

That was their best ever Pre¬ 
mier League season, beating 
the seventh placed finish of 12 
months earlier. 

I wrote in the Sports Pink 
back in the summer that Saints 
fans shouldn’t be too upset if 
their side finished mid table this 
term. 

Throw in progression beyond 
the Europa League group stages, 
and a decent run in at least one of 
the domestic cups - and by that I 
mean the semi finals at least - and 
that would constitute a good sea¬ 
son. 

At the moment, Saints are mid 
table, they are still in both cups, 
and they have a very good chance 
of progressing beyond the Eu¬ 
ropa League group stages. 

Yes, Saints fans would no doubt 
like to see goals regularly com¬ 
ing from a few more areas of the 
pitch. 

Yes, they would no doubt like to 
cut out losses to clubs like Hull. 
Remember, though, under Koe¬ 
man Saints lost at Burnley, who 
were eventually relegated, in 
2014/15. 

Results like last Sunday’s do 
happen, and quite often in the top 
flight of English football. Earlier 
this season Liverpool, the current 
leaders, lost at Burnley. 

I repeat - this is the Premier 
League and margins are always 
tight.

TAYLOR'S BLACK-BALL 
FINAL 

Dennis Taylor’s snooker 
World Championship win 
over Steve Davis in 1985 
marked the peak of the 
sport’s television boom in 
that decade, with over 18 
million viewers watching the 
match which finished well 
after midnight. 

Taylor had trailed eight 
frames to nil, as well as 62-44 
in the eventual deciding 
frame, but cleared to the 
pink and finally potted the 
decisive black after Davis’ 
missed cut. 
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Great goals 

Manchester United’s Zlatan 
Ibrahimovic scored the 
25,000th goal in Premier 
League history with his 
strike against Swansea last 
Sunday. 

Brian Deane netted the first 
goal in the division with his 
header against Manchester 
United in August 1992 while 
Marc Albrighton bagged the 
20,000th against Arsenal in 
2011.

From just inside his 
own half, Beckham spotted 
Neil Sullivan off his line and 
launched a wonderful effort 
over the back-pedalling Dons 
goalkeeper to wrap up a 3-0 
victory.

Sullivan was again 
the victim for another 
memorable goal. Di Canio 
opened the scoring to set 
West Ham up for a 2-1 win at 
Upton Park when he latched 
onto Trevor Sinclair’s raking 
pass with a scissor kick from 
an angle which flew in across 
goal. 

Thierry Henry 

v Manchester United (2000) 

The forward flicked the ball 
up on the edge of the area, 
turned sharply and let fly 
with a brilliant volley over 
United goalkeeper Fabien 
Barthez. It sealed a 1-0 win 
over their rivals - although it 
was not enough to stop them 
beating Arsenal to the title 
by 10 points. 

Thierry Henry 

v Liverpool (2004) 

Henry’s second goal in 
his hat-trick Highbury 
performance, which ended 
in a 4-2 home win, was of 
dazzling quality.

A VISIT from former European 
champions Liverpool is always 
one of the highlights of Saints’ 
Premier League season. 

In recent years, they fixture has 
been given extra spice as a result 
of the five players Liverpool have 
prised from Saints. 

Of those, Rickie Lambert is now 
at Cardiff. 

But Nathaniel Clyne, Adam 
Lallana, Dejan Lovren and Sadio 
Mane could all figure at St Mary’s 
next Saturday. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks back 
at some classic league games on 
the south coast between the clubs. 

Saints 4 Liverpool 1 

August 24 1960 

In their first home game back 
in the second division, Ted Bates’ 
Saints recovered from conceding 
early to lead 3-1 at the interval. 

On target were John Syden¬ 
ham, George O’Brien and Derek 
Reeves. 

Seven minutes into the second 
half, Terry Paine completed the 
scoring. 

Saints 3 Liverpool 2 

September 1,1979 

Saints scored a great win 
against a Liverpool side who had 
only conceded 16 goals in 42 top 
flight games the previous season. 

On target were Trevor Hebberd, 
Phil Boyer and Charlie George, 
and the defeat would be just one 
of two defeats Liverpool suffered 
in their first 23 games of a title¬ 
winning campaign. 

David Johnson and Colin Irwin 
replied. 

Saints 3 Liverpool 2 

April 16 1983 

Liverpool arrived at The Dell 
having not lost for 19 First Divi¬ 
sion games. 

Indeed, they had only been 
beaten three times in their first 
36 league matches of what turned 
out to be another title-winning 
campaign. 

They fell behind at The Dell, 
though, when Steve Moran con¬ 
verted an early spot-kick. 

The visitors led 2-1 after 16 min¬ 
utes, Kenny Dalglish and Craig 
Johnston scoring, but Nick Hol¬ 
mes carried on a breathless open¬ 
ing by levelling after 22 minutes. 

Holmes then hooked in a 30-yard 
winner shortly before half-time, 
which took Bruce Grobbelaar by 
surprise. 

Saints 4 Liverpool 1 

October 23 1989 
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Kenny Dalglish brought his 
Reds side to The Dell sitting pret¬ 
ty at the top of the First Division. 

That was the position Liverpool 
held for most of the 1980s, if truth 
be known. 

They had won five and drawn 
three of their first eight games, 
including a 9-0 annihilation of 
Crystal Palace at Anfield. 

They had only conceded four 
goals in those eight games. 

But they had no answer to Chris 


Nicholl’s Saints, who romped to a 
startling victory. 

Jason Dodd, making only his 
second ever first team start and 
his first at The Dell, provided the 
cross from which Paul Rideout 
opened the scoring on 24 minutes. 

Rod Wallace doubled the lead 
before half-time and the same 
player made it 3-0 11 minutes into 
the second half. 

Peter Beardsley reduced the ar¬ 
rears when he converted a pen¬ 


alty after Anfield legend Jimmy 
Case had brought down David 
Burrows. 

But Matt Le Tissier had the fi¬ 
nal say, heading in a Rod Wallace 
cross. 

Liverpool only lost four of 
their remaining 29 league games 
and were crowned First Division 
champions again the following 
April.

February 14,1994 
Matt LeTissier stole the hearts 
of The Dell faithful on Valentine’s 
Day with a hat-trick. 

Saints, with recently appointed 
manager Alan Ball in situ, were 
2-0 up after only six minutes. 

Le Tissier opened the scor¬ 
ing just 26 seconds in and Craig 
Maskell - who had just returned 
to Saints from Swindon - doubled 
the lead five minutes later. 

Two more goals from the talis- 


manic Le Tissier saw Saints lead 
4-0 against a Liverpool side fea¬ 
turing Ian Rush, John Barnes, 
Nigel Clough and Steve McMana- 
man - and there were still 40 min¬ 
utes left. 

The visitors, 12 places above 
Saints, replied through Julian 
Dicks (penalty) and Rush. 

Saint 3 Liverpool 3 

August 26 2000 

Ok, this was a draw - but it felt 


like a Saints win given they had 
trailed 3-0 with 15 minutes left. 

Michael Owen (2) and Sami 
Hyypia had put the visitors in 
cruise control, but Glenn Hod- 
dle’s Saints had other ideas. 

Marian Pahars reduced the 
arrears before Tahar El Khalej 
made it 3-2. 

As the game entered injury 
time, Pahars capitalised on a mis¬ 
take from Djimi Traore to com¬ 
plete one of the greatest come¬ 


backs in Dell history. 

Saints 2 Liverpool 0 

March 14 2004 

Paul Sturrock got his Saints 
managerial career off to a win¬ 
ning start. 

Michael Owen missed a penalty 
for Liverpool as James Beattie 
and Kevin Phillips gave Saints 
victory. 

Beattie lifted an effort over 
keeper Jerzy Dudek to put the 
hosts ahead, before Antti Niemi 
saved Owen’s spot-kick. 

Phillips struck via a deflection 
late on to give Sturrock a winning 
start to what turned out to be a 
short-lived reign. 

Saints 2 Liverpool 0 

January 22, 2005 

Saints had failed to win any 
of Harry Redknapp’s first seven 
league games as manager - taking 
three points out of a possible 21 to 
stay firmly in the relegation zone. 

It was a surprise, therefore, that 
they toppled Rafa Benitez’s Reds 
2-0 with goals from David Prutton 
and Peter Crouch inside the open¬ 
ing 22 minutes. 

Saints went on to be relegated, 
Liverpool went on to win the 
Champions League, and Crouch 
went on to sign for Liverpool in 
the summer. 

Saints 3 Liverpool 1 

March 16 2013 

Saints went into this match 
marginally above the relegation 
zone, but produced an inspiring 
performance. 

Morgan Schneiderlin and Rick¬ 
ie Lambert gave Mauricio Pochet- 
tino’s men a 2-0 lead. 

Philippe Coutinho reduced the 
arrears before Jay Rodriguez 
sealed the win. 

The victory moved Saints seven 
points of the drop. 

Saints 3 Liverpool 2 

March 20 2016 

With only eight games left, the 
two sides went into this game 
on level points and with Saints 
dreaming of Europa League qual¬ 
ification. 

Things got off to a dreadful start 
for home boss Ronald Koeman, as 
goals from Daniel Sturridge and 
Phillipe Coutinho put Liverpool 
in control after just 22 minutes. 

It appeared it was not going to 
be Saints’ day at all as Sadio Mane 
missed a penalty just after the 
break. 

But the second half saw a re¬ 
markable transformation - one 
that probably made up Jurgen 
Klopp’s mind that he had to sign 
Mane. 

The Senegalese international 
pulled one back after 64 minutes, 
before Graziano Pelle levelled

Wayne Rooney 

v Manchester City (2011) 

Rooney produced one 
of his moments of magic 
for Manchester United in 
this derby victory. With 13 
minutes left Nani crossed 
from the right, Vincent 
Kompany completely lost the 
flight of the ball and Rooney 
adjusted his body to produce 
a spectacular overhead 
kick from 12 yards to seal a 
2-1 win. United clinched a 
record-breaking 19th league 
title a few months later. 

Dalian Atkinson 


v Wimbledon (1992) 

The Premier League’s first 
‘goal of the season’ was a 
cracker, helping Aston Villa

Park. Atkinson, who died

v Newcastle (2002) 

Bergkamp needed just 
two touches for this beauty 
in a 2-0 away win at St 
James’ Park. The Dutchman 
received the ball from Robert 
Pires with his back to goal 
and bamboozled Nikos 
Dabizas with a sweet left-foot 
touch, then swivelled and 
dashed around the other side 
of the defender before calmly 
rolling the ball into the far 
corner of the net.

Crouch showed he did not 
have a bad touch for a big 
man in this 1-1 draw.

It may not have been as 
stunning as the others on 
the list but the Argentina 
striker’s injury-time 
title-winning goal in 
Manchester City’s 3-2 win 
over QPR cannot be beaten 
for drama. 

Trailing 2-1 going into 
stoppage time Edin Dzeko’s 
header levelled before 
Aguero stepped up to 
make history and deny 
Manchester United the 
title in amazing style. 

Mario Balotelli, on the 
floor on the edge of the 
area, prodded the ball 
to Aguero who skipped 
past Chris Samba’s 
challenge and drilled in 
from 10 yards to spark 
pandemonium at the 
Etihad Stadium as City 
clinched their first 
Premier League title. 


Cherries 'can nurture talent despite facilities' 


EDDIE Howe insisted he would 
never use a lack of facilities as 
an excuse for not developing foot¬ 
ballers equipped to play for Cher¬ 
ries’ first team. 

The club’s academy has cate¬ 
gory three status under the Elite 
Player Performance Plan (EPPP), 
introduced in 2012. 

With 15 of their Premier League 
counterparts, including Saints, 
operating category one acade¬ 
mies - the highest tier - Cherries 
have a tough task attracting the 
most sought-after young football¬ 
ers to Vitality Stadium. 


Burnley are the only other 
English top-flight club whose 
academy is on a similar footing 
to Cherries’. The Crystal Palace, 
Hull and Watford academies are 
one rung below the elite level. 

EPPP gradings are based on a 
number of factors, primarily con¬ 
cerning training facilities, depth 
of qualified coaching staff and 
financial investment in the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Owing to their relatively re¬ 
duced academy status, Cherries’ 
under-21 team compete in Cen¬ 
tral League South East, while 


their higher-graded rivals oper¬ 
ate in the newly-formed Premier 
League 2. 

The under-21s have played only 
three matches this season and 
their most recent fixture with Pe¬ 
terborough was postponed with 
the League One club unable to 
raise a team. 

Howe said: “It’s another exam¬ 
ple of the fact we’ve grown so 
quickly with the first team and 
the rest of the club is trying to 
catch up. 

“Unfortunately for us, facilities- 
wise for our youth teams and our 


centre of excellence, we’re a lit¬ 
tle bit short of the categories we 
would, ideally, like to get to. 

“I don’t want to use it as an 
excuse. But it’s a barrier for us 
to overcome. As we continue to 
grow the club, hopefully that is 
something we will put right.” 

He added: “Facilities never 
made a player - it’s coaches and 
the player’s own mentality, his de¬ 
sire. We never had facilities when 
we brought through Danny Ings 
and Sam Vokes and you can list 
many more than those two. So it’s 
not solely down to that.” 


Howe: Afobe will 
hit goal trail again

EDDIE Howe has backed Benik 
Afobe to end his eight-month bar¬ 
ren spell and return to the goals¬ 
coring trail. 

The former Wolves frontman 
last found the net for Cherries in 
a 2-0 Premier League victory over 
Saints in in early March. 

Brought on to replace Jordon 
Ibe for the second half of Satur¬ 
day’s 2-1 home loss to Sunderland, 
Afobe twice fired presentable 
chances off target as he attempt¬ 
ed to open his account for the 
season, before expertly teeing up 
Joshua King for a fizzing strike 
which goalkeeper Jordan Pick- 
ford palmed brilliantly to safety. 

Afobe’s close calls in front of 
goal summed up a frustrating day 
for Cherries, who dominated pos¬ 
session and chances but could not 
take victory. 

However, Howe reckons the 
striker - who prior to Saturday 
had played fewer than 45 minutes 
of league football this campaign - 
will soon rediscover the scoring 
feeling. And the Cherries man¬ 
ager said the January recruit had 
done his chances of featuring the 
power of good with an exemplary 
attitude in training. 

Howe said: “Benik deserved his 
opportunity, he has trained very 
well. 

“He did well when he came on 
against Middlesbrough and you 
were just willing him to hit the 
net against Sunderland. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it didn’t happen. 

“Every striker needs to feel that 
confidence you get from scoring 
goals. It won’t be far away for him 
if he continues to work as hard as 
he has in training. That’s the chal¬ 
lenge for him. He has impressed 
me in training and has shown a 
great attitude to his work despite 
not featuring regularly” 


Afobe joined Cherries in Janu¬ 
ary for a then club-record fee of 
around £9 million and made an 
explosive start to his career at Vi¬ 
tality Stadium. 

Having made his debut in a 3-1 
home defeat to West Ham United, 
the ex-Arsenal youngster scored 
in three consecutive games, regis¬ 
tering against Norwich City, Sun¬ 
derland and Crystal Palace. 

And although he endeared him¬ 


self further to the Cherries faith¬ 
ful by netting against Saints, that 
was to be his last goal of the sea¬ 
son, the former England youth 
international starting just four of 
the final 10 top flight games. 

The form of Callum Wilson 
has restricted Afobe’s chances 
this term with the 23-year-old 
seeing just 14 minutes of league 
action prior to the trip to Mid¬ 
dlesbrough. However, Afobe was 


given the final half an hour to im¬ 
press in the 2-0 defeat on Teesside. 

Afobe featured for England in 
a number of age group teams but 
could be on the brink of earning 
his first senior international cap 
for DR Congo. 

Afobe has previously trained 
with Congo and is eligible to play 
through his parents, who fled the 
African nation to escape civil war 
in the late 1980s. 
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Wilshere's back in 
love with football

JACK Wilshere was in danger of 
falling out of love with football as 
injuries took their toll — but his 
surprise loan switch from Arse¬ 
nal to Bournemouth has revital¬ 
ised body and mind. 

Handed his club debut at 16 
and his England bow within two 
years, the outrageously-talented 
midfielder’s progress has been 
stunted by a string of setbacks. 

Last season, like so many oth¬ 
ers, proved highly frustrating as 
a broken leg kept him out for the 
majority of the campaign, taking 
his time lost to injury to an eye¬ 
watering two-and-a-half years. 

Nobody was more aware of that 
dent in his career than the exas¬ 
perated 24-year-old, who took the 
bold decision to leave the com¬ 
forts of boyhood club Arsenal to 
join Cherries on a season-long 
loan back in August. 

Being omitted from Sam Al- 
lardyce’s first — and ultimately 
only — England squad was a cata¬ 
lyst to that move, so too the reali¬ 
sation that his love for the game 
was waning. 

“It was for myself, for my head,” 
the Stevenage-born schemer said. 
“I wanted to get back playing 
week-in, week-out, being involved 
in the Premier League. 

“I have missed a lot of football 
and I missed the fight of the Pre¬ 
mier League, being involved in 
big games and making a differ¬ 
ence for a team. I wanted to feel 
that again and almost fall back in 
love with the game. 

“When you are injured, and 
you’re injured for a while, it is 
hard. You have to go to the train¬ 
ing ground and go and watch eve¬ 
ryone go out and play, go to the 
Emirates and watch them play. It 
was difficult. I felt like I needed it 
for myself.” 

Burden 

Wilshere did not fall out of love 
with football at any point, but 
“nearly did” given the burden of 
rehabilitation instead of train¬ 
ing and doing “the best job in the 
world”. 

“I know what it takes when 
you are injured to get back to the 
level of the Premier League,” he 
said. “Even for me, I am just get¬ 
ting back to that level now. It has 
taken four or five months of me 
being back.” 

Such comments make former 
England boss Roy Hodgson’s deci¬ 
sion to take him to Euro 2016 all 
the more bewildering, although 
Wilshere is keen to move on from 
a period that ended so excruciat¬ 
ingly against Iceland. 

Interim boss Gareth Southgate 


is also focusing on the future after 
giving the midfielder an England 
recall for the first time. 

“I believe in myself and my 
own ability,” Wilshere said. “If I 
am playing games and fit, then I 
have got the confidence that I can 
make a difference in the England 
team.” 

Adding to his 34-cap haul would 
be further justification that he 
was right to leave the Emirates 
Stadium and plump for a tempo¬ 
rary switch to the South Coast. 

“I think it has kind of worked 
nicely from the start because we 


play one game a week and getting 
used to playing again and playing 
in the Premier League,” Wilshere 
said, having made eight appear¬ 
ances for the Cherries so far. 

“Everyone knows the intensity 
levels are high and you have got 
to give a lot at the weekend. 

“There is a training schedule 
where I know what I am doing. 
Some days I can recover and they 
are just managing me a little bit 
different. 

“And now that I am playing 
week-in, week-out, I can go back 
to doing what everyone else does 


because I am used to it now, my 
body is used to it now. I am in a 
good place and hopefully we can 
continue that now.” 

Progressing with Bournemouth 
and England is Wilshere’s focus, 
meaning his future beyond the 
end of the campaign is on the 
back-burner for now. 

The 24-year-old may not be at Ar¬ 
senal, but wants Arsene Wenger’s 
men to win the title. 

However, that love for the Gun¬ 
ners does not necessarily mean 
his long-term future will be at the 
Emirates. 


Argentina 
v Brazil 

Brazil and Argentina locked 
horns again when they met 
in a World Cup qualifier on 
Thursday. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
at some memorable moments 
from the fiercely-contested 
fixture. 

WALK OFF, 1939 

This match in Rio came 
a week after Argentina had 
beaten Brazil 5-1. A Brazil team 
out for revenge were drawing 
2-2 when, seconds before the 
final whistle, the referee gave 
a dubious penalty to the hosts. 
Argentina midfielder Arcadio 
Lopez launched a verbal assault 
on the referee in protest and 
was led off the pitch by police. 
His team-mates responded by 
boycotting the remainder of 
the game by leaving the pitch. 
Brazil scored the penalty to 
earn a 3-2 win. 

RED MIST, 1982 

Argentina went into the Group 
C clash in Barcelona needing 
to win to progress, having lost 
their opening game in the three- 
team pool to Italy. However,

Argentina were outclassed as 
they slumped to a 3-1 defeat 
and, to add insult to injury, 
Diego Maradona was sent off in 
the 85th minute for kicking out 
at Batista. 

FIVE REDS, 1991 

Argentina’s 3-2 win in 
Santiago was overshadowed by 
extraordinary violence on the 
pitch as three Brazilians and 
two Argentinians were sent off. 
Argentina’s Claudio Caniggia 
and opponent Mazinho saw red 
for fighting after just half-an- 
hour. In the 61st minute another 
flash point saw Argentina’s 
Carlos Enrique and Brazil’s 
Marcio Santos dismissed. 

A bad tackle from the latter 
resulted in Enrique stamping 
on his opponent’s head. Santos 
left the pitch on a stretcher. The 
final red card of the game came 
in the 80th minute as Careca 
Bianchezi was sent off two 
minutes after coming on as a 
substitute. 

MESSI MAGIC, 2012 

Lionel Messi scored a hat- 
trick, including an 84th-minute 
winner, to give Argentina a 
dramatic 4-3 win in a feisty 
friendly in New Jersey. The 
Barcelona star’s winner was a 
trademark goal as he picked 
the ball up around halfway, 
surged past several defenders 
and cut inside before firing left¬ 
footed into the top corner.

Flitney sees red as last-gasp winner ruled out

FORMER Eastleigh goalkeeper 
Ross Flitney was sent off for dis¬ 
sent amid chaotic scenes at the end 
of Whitehawk’s 1-1 FA Cup first 
round draw with Stourbridge. 

There was uproar when referee 
Robert Whitton sounded the final 
whistle just as Javier Favarel was 
volleying in a last-gasp winner for 
the Hawks last weekend. 

In video footage, Whitton can be 
heard whistling for time just as 
Favarel makes contact with his 
stunning right-foot strike from 30 
yards. 

The crowd celebrated as the ball 
hit the back of the net, but it quick¬ 
ly became apparent that the goal 
would not stand. 

Infuriated Hawks players sur¬ 
rounded the official and Flitney 
got his marching orders for mak¬ 
ing his feelings known. 

Hawks boss Richard Hill, the for¬ 
mer Eastleigh manager, shrugged: 
“I said to the referee ‘Why don’t 
you just wait two seconds?’, but 
time is up so he has to blow the 
whistle.’ 

The incident has been likened 


to a famous flashpoint in the 
1978 World Cup when Welsh 
referee Clive Thomas ruled 
out an “after-time” Zico goal 
against Sweden. 

The replay is at Stourbridge 
on Monday with the winners 
due to host League One outfit 
Northampton Town. 

Flitney was in goal for East¬ 
leigh in a 2-0 FA Cup second 
round victory at Stourbridge 
last season that saw the Spit¬ 
fires progress to a third round 
tie against Bolton. 

He was still Eastleigh Nol 
at the start of this season un¬ 
til new boss Ronnie Moore 
signed Ryan Clarke from AFC 
Wimbledon towards the end 
of September. 

Flitney said: “The Eastleigh 
manager wasn’t happy with 
how I was playing even though 
I had kept five clean sheets in 
seven games. 

“He wanted to bring another 
keeper in and I was told by 
him that I wasn’t going to play 
once this keeper arrived. 


“I asked various questions, 
as you do. The response I got 
was he (Clarke) was going to 
play no matter what, which 
didn’t sit well with me as a 
player who had been there for 
nearly five years, who had al¬ 
ways played well and who was 
playing well at the time. 

“I was asked to stay as a 
No2, but I needed to be playing 
games. I was travelling five 
hours a day to and from train¬ 
ing and to then not play was 
a bit of an ask for me. I asked 
to leave and reluctantly the 
chairman agreed. 

“I’ve enjoyed it here, back 
with Richard (Hill), and hope¬ 
fully we will do something 
similar to what we did at East¬ 
leigh.” 

The Stevenage-based keep¬ 
er added: “The journey (to 
Whitehawk) is actually about 
ten miles further now (than to 
Eastleigh). 

“It’s about a 220-mile round 
trip, but the difference is I’m 
playing football.”

He 
has the advantage of being 
able to focus his attention 
on Test cricket as he has 
increasingly become 
squeezed out of international 
limited-overs cricket. 

JOS BUTTLER 

The wicketkeeper-batsman 
is not even in England’s 
Test team at present but is 
regarded as a leader. He ably 
led the limited-overs squad in 
Bangladesh and while a long 
shot right now, he would be 
thrust into the argument if 
he can re-establish his Test 
place.

Tom Scriven was named Hamp¬ 
shire Under-17 Cricketer of the 
Year - and the winner of the Ter¬ 
ry Trodd Memorial Award - after 
a superb summer which he hopes 
will put him in line for future 
England Under-19 recognition. 

Newbury-based Scriven, pic¬ 
tured receiving his award from 
Jan Trodd, produced a series 
of dominant performances for 
Hampshire’s Under-17 cricket 
team, making 686 runs in six 
matches, including a magnificent 
288 in Devon which left him sec¬ 
ond in the nationwide ECB U17 
batting charts. 

That impressive run tally, allied 
with the 16 wickets he took bowl¬ 
ing his right-arm pace, has alert¬ 
ed England’s YC selectors, writes 
Mike Vimpany. 

Scriven scored runs virtually 
every time he visited the crease 
for Hampshire in the ECB Un- 
der-17 County Championships. 

He made scores of 72 and 62 in 
the two-innings match against 
Worcestershire, but really un¬ 
derlined his credentials when 
group winners Somerset inflicted 
Hampshire’s solitary defeat at 
Basingstoke. 

Scriven made 65 in the first in¬ 
nings and 138 in the second as 
Hampshire battled in vain to save 
the game. 

His best score was 288 at Sand- 
ford, where he hit the Devon 
bowlers for a six and 35 fours in 
a career-best 288 as Hampshire 
piled up 458 in the eventually 
drawn match. 

Spotted by Hampshire making 
a welter of runs in junior cricket 
for his native Berkshire, Scriven 
is in his A-level year at Oxford’s 
Magdalen College.

Lord's 169 

Broad’s only Test century, 
against Pakistan in 2010, was 
a remarkable one, coming in 
a match forever tarnished 
by the spot-fixing scandal 
which engulfed the Pakistan 
team and resulted in prison 
sentences for each of the 
three perpetrators. 

Strauss’ team appeared 
washed up, batting first, 
as teenage left-armer 
Mohammad Amir reduced 
them to 102-7. 

Broad began counter¬ 
attacking, however, in a 
record stand of 332 with 
Jonathan Trott. His is the 
highest score by any England 
number nine, and helped his 
team to 446 all out in a match 
they won by an innings.

Another unstoppable

Hartley looking for improvement after win 


CAPTAIN Dylan Hartley admit¬ 
ted England’s first win over South 
Africa for 10 years was a “monkey 
off our back” but insists improve¬ 
ments are needed. 

Tries from Jonny May, Court¬ 
ney Lawes, George Ford and 
Owen Farrell helped Hartley’s 
men to a convincing 37-21 victory 
at Twickenham to end a 12-game 
winless run against the Spring¬ 
boks that stretched back to No¬ 
vember 2006. 

Asked whether the success was 
worth the decade-long wait, Hart¬ 
ley told Sky Sports 1: “Certainly. 


I think plenty to work on though 
so it keeps us grounded; six penal¬ 
ties (conceded) in the opening 20 
minutes is not good enough. 

“We’ll take this today but 
there’s plenty to work on for next 
week, discipline being the key 
area, but it’s the start of our se¬ 
ries and we’re very happy to get 
that monkey off our back. 

“Very proud of the guys, we’ve 
obviously got some new caps as 
well. I think the finishers came 
off the bench and added a lot to 
the game today.” 

The result means England have 


now won 10 out of 10 under head 
coach Eddie Jones. 

Victory rarely looked in doubt, 
despite scores from South Africa 
duo Johan Goosen and Willie le 
Roux. 

Springboks captain Adriaan 
Strauss said: “[It was] a very 
tough game, credit to England. 
I think tactically they were very 
good. We knew we were going 
to face a hard ball, they were 
very excellent in doing that and 
we couldn’t deal with that. We 
couldn’t turn that into attacks for 
us. 


“I think we started off well, just 
couldn’t do that for 80 minutes. 

“First of all, we need to get into 
the right areas and then hang on 
to the ball. It sounds like an old 
cliche but it’s about pressure, es¬ 
pecially at Test match level, and 
we just couldn’t get that pressure 
on the England team. 

“We felt that pressure through¬ 
out the whole game, especially 
after the first couple of minutes. 

“We knew this was going to be 
a tough game but we’re very dis¬ 
appointed about the loss and we’ll 
have a hard look at ourselves.”

ENGLAND ended their decade- 
long wait for victory over South 
Africa with a resounding 37-21 
victory at Twickenham that ex¬ 
tends their triumphant run to 11 
Tests. 

After 11 defeats and a draw in 
their previous 12 meetings dating 
back to 2006, Eddie Jones’s men 
put the Springboks to the sword 
through tries from Jonny May, 
Courtney Lawes, George Ford and 
Owen Farrell. 

May marked the conclusion of 
his injury-enforced spell in the in¬ 
ternational wilderness by finish¬ 
ing a slick score originating from 
a line-out, while Lawes celebrated 
his 50th cap by using his athleti¬ 
cism to complete an opportunistic 
counter-attack. 

Elliot Daly’s full debut at out¬ 
side centre mixed good with bad 
after the Wasps man initiated the 
move that led to Lawes crossing 
and landed a long-range penalty, 
but he was also thrown around on 
occasion. 

Head coach Eddie Jones brand¬ 
ed South Africa “bullies” in the 
build up to this Old Mutual Wealth 
Series opener and described their 
rugby philosophy as “chess with 
steroids”, but these Springboks 
are a poor team who finished the 
match a disorganised mess. 

The rope-a-dope tactics Jones 
had said would be required to ab¬ 
sorb the pressure from the tour¬ 
ists’ big ball carriers were only 
necessary for half an hour, by 
which point England were in full 
control. 

It was an ugly spectacle at times 


but the Grand Slam champions, 
who have amassed 10 wins under 
Jones, were able to bring Twick¬ 
enham to its feet with flashes 
of brilliance, among them two 
dummies from scrum-half Ben 
Youngs. 

Indiscipline resulted in Eng¬ 
land making a poor start as they 
conceded three penalties inside 
the opening five minutes alone, 
enabling South Africa to take a 6-0 
lead through Pat Lambie’s boot. 

An attacking line-out provided 
them with the platform to hit 


back, however, with Marland 
Yarde roaming infield to create 
an overlap before combining with 
Mike Brown to send May racing 
over in the left corner. 

It was a slick response from 
England given the damp condi¬ 
tions, but for the second time in 
the opening quarter they allowed 
South Africa to surge through the 
middle of the ruck with Vincent 
Koch rampaging in the footsteps 
of Tendai Mtawarira before him. 

Combined with a scrum that 
came apart at the seams, the 


Grand Slam champions were 
coming under sustained pressure 
and Lambie was able to land an¬ 
other three points. 

A bulldozing run from Billy Vu- 
nipola generated momentum and 
with South Africa producing two 
poor kicks, England were able to 
spend a significant spell in the op¬ 
position 22 until Ford sent a drop- 
goal wide. 

Now there was conviction about 
their play, as Ben Youngs made a 
forceful break that established 
field position under the posts and 
in the process a head-on-head col¬ 
lision between Billy Vunipola and 
Eben Etzebeth ended the giant 
Springbok lock’s afternoon. 

A collapsed scrum allowed Far¬ 
rell to land a penalty and the lead 
was extended to 17-9 following a 
sharp counter-attack that started 
on the 22, with Daly kicking into 
space and May and Brown hack¬ 
ing on before Lawes arrived to 
touch down. 

Daly landed a monster penalty 
from close to the halfway line to 
leave daylight between the rivals, 
and with half an hour left the out¬ 
come was put beyond doubt. 

Youngs was almost at a stroll as 
he exploited a gap at the break¬ 
down, easily duping flanker Pie- 
ter-Steph du Toit with a dummy 
before supplying Ford with the 
scoring pass for the third try. 

After a period of meandering, 
England were stung by seeing 
Johan Goosen link with Willem 
Alberts for the Springboks’ first 
try and touched down for a fourth 
time, with Youngs selling another 
dummy with Farrell on hand to 
finish on this occasion. 

South Africa had the final say 
when Willie le Roux dotted down 
in the corner, but the contest had 
long since been decided. 
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Southgate keeps 
lid on excitement

INTERIM England manager Ga¬ 
reth Southgate’s delight at his 
players’ attacking freedom was 
tempered somewhat by the slop¬ 
py moments that threatened to 
derail England’s ultimately com¬ 
prehensive win against old foes 
Scotland. 

The penultimate match of a 
turbulent year brought a smile 
to supporters’ faces at Wembley, 
where the Three Lions overcame 
their neighbours 3-0 in yester¬ 
day’s World Cup qualifier. 

England rode their luck at times 
after Daniel Sturridge’s opener, 
but matters could have been 
worse for Gordon Strachan’s side 
had Raheem Sterling not inexpli¬ 
cably missed after Adam Lallana 
and Gary Cahill’s headers. 

It was Scotland’s heaviest defeat 
to the Auld Enemy since 1975, and 
strengthened Southgate’s chanc¬ 
es of retaining the top job beyond 
his four-match interim spell. 

Such talk is on the back-burner 
until after Tuesday’s glamour 
friendly with Spain, when the for¬ 
mer defender hopes for a similar 
attacking display but knows more 
concerted defensive effort will be 
required. 

He said: “[I am delighted] for 
the team, for the players to come 
through a real pressure environ¬ 
ment and win and, in the end, en¬ 
joy their football. 

“The game is always different 
when the scoreline is as it [was] in 
the last 10 to 15 minutes, so they 
were able to experience playing at 
Wembley with some freedom and 
control the game. 

“However, before that point 


there were some moments where 
we weren’t as controlled and we 
had to dig in at times. 

“Some of our play with the ball 
and our interchanging of posi¬ 
tions was excellent, very exciting. 

“Some of our first-phase build¬ 
up play was sloppy and we caused 
our own problems, really, and 
gave up more opportunities than 
we should have. 

“Lots to reflect and improve 
upon, but also some really pleas¬ 
ing things in terms of some indi¬ 
vidual performances, of the way 


we used the ball in the second 
two-thirds of the field and the 
way we pressed with energy.” 

The result seriously dents Scot¬ 
land’s World Cup qualification 
hopes, leaving them six points 
behind Group F leaders England. 

Southgate is pleased to have 
achieved his objective of ending 
2016 top of the group, but there 
appears little chance of compla¬ 
cency taking hold. 

“I think the group is still wide 
open,” he said. 

“I think it is one of those groups 


where teams will drop points 
against each other, so we have to 
make sure that we keep just keep 
it moving on.” 

England’s next qualifier is at 
home to Lithuania on Sunday, 
March 26, which comes days after 
another glamour friendly, with 
world champions Germany. 

It is one of several tough-look¬ 
ing challenges lined up, with La 
Roja the only thing between Eng¬ 
land and ending a difficult year 
on a high. 

“Well, it is one of the biggest 
challenges that we have faced,” 
Southgate said of the friendly. 

“It looks like they will have a 
couple of players missing, but 
they have strength in depth; a 
clear identity of how they play 
through their age groups. 

“Obviously Julen [Lopetegui, 
Spain head coach] has been the 
Under-21 manager so he knows 
how the system is there, he has 
worked with so many of the play¬ 
ers and the style, so, yeah, it is go¬ 
ing to be a huge test for us. 

“But that is a good challenge, a 
different type of challenge, for us 
to prepare for.” 

Michael Keane and Aaron 
Cresswell are set to come back 
into contention having been the 
two members of the enlarged 25- 
man squad omitted yesterday. 

Theo Walcott could yet have to 
leave the camp as his wife is ex¬ 
pecting, while Southgate is wait¬ 
ing to hear if anybody will be una¬ 
vailable for Tuesday. 

“I am not sure yet,” he said. 
“Hopefully not, but the medical 
team has not had a chance to as¬ 
sess everyone yet.” 

He added: “Releasing players 
will depend upon how they pre¬ 
sent probably [today], and we will 
make an assessment. There’s no 
agreements with clubs.”

ENGLAND and Scotland are 
waiting to discover if they will 
be punished for wearing black 
armbands featuring poppies in 
Friday’s World Cup qualifying 
match at Wembley. 

The English and Scottish 
Football Associations defied 
FIFA on Armistice Day, after 
football’s world governing body 
said the wearing of poppies 
falls under the commercial, 
personal, political or religious 
messages that it has banned. 

If the armbands are men¬ 
tioned in the official report of 


FIFA’s match commissioner, 
the case would then go to the 
world governing body’s disci¬ 
plinary committee - with a fine 
or even a World Cup points de¬ 
duction possible. 

A FIFA statement read: “As 
is the case with every qualify¬ 
ing game, the official match 
reports are submitted for post¬ 
match evaluation to the area 
responsible. Therefore, FIFA 
has no further comment at this 
stage. 

“As previously communicat¬ 
ed, the Independent Discipli¬ 


nary Committee is the proper 
body to decide which of a mem¬ 
ber association’s activities are 
compliant, and what measures 
are to be taken in case of any 
breaches deemed to have oc¬ 
curred at a specific game.” 

The Football Association has 
already said it will contest any 
fine and believes its “legal posi¬ 
tion is right and our moral po¬ 
sition is right”.
